sure and snowfall accumulationy indifferent , 
and Dutch Harbour temperature moderately 
umfavourable .

4. SUMMARY OF FORECAST.

Itemorandum regarding the probable amount 

of monsoon rainfall in 1947 
Previous weather conditions over certain 
parts of the world ennable us to form an esti 
mate , within somewhat wide limite, of the mon 
soon rainfall in India during the period June 
to September . All predictions of this type 
should aim to pass a statistical test of 80 per 
cent. success, or , in other words, to be corroet 
four times out of five on the average over a 
long series of years . In some years , however , 
the known factors give conflicting indications 
and the risks arising then from the unknown 
factors either prevent the jungle of any forecast 
of practical value or else torve the issue of a 
forecast with less than the customary four- w 
one chance of success . 

This year information regarding Java rain 
fall is incompleto aud hos therefore not been 
used Dutch Harbour temperature data for 
March 1947 ale not available. The available 
data are given in section 2 below ; these urr
